CHRISTMAS CARD’S FATHER. 


B ritish A rtis t O rigin ate d T h is F orm of 
G r s s t m g In 1844. 
Home d ay surely a grateful monu 
merit will I a* ‘‘reeled to til** memory of 
VV. A. Dobson, the parent of the Christ 
ma* card, for la* was a true herald of 
lienee aud good will to til** W orld and 
no small b e n e fa cto r to commerce, any* 
a w riter iu Til Bits. 
In IMI Mr Dobson, who later in­ 
cant** a famous member of tile Royal 
academy, was a young man earning a 
modest Income as master of the gov­ 
ernment S< bool of Design at Birming­ 
ham. 
Duo evening in Deeember in­ 
stead of writing bis usual letter of 
Christmas good wishes to a friend it 
occurred to him to substitute a pic­ 
torial greeting, and, taking a piece of 
card about twice as large as a modern 
postcard, he began to draw on it. 
In 
the center of the three panels Into 
which he divided his design he sketch 
cd a family group raising glasses to 
the health of distant friends amid a 
seasonable environment of holly aud 
mistletoe, while oil each side of this 
festal seen** he drew a picture of a 
deed of charity. 
This card Mr. Dobson dispatched to 
his friend, giving it no further thought. 
The friend, however, wus delights 
with his novel and artistic Christmas 
greeting and showed it everywhere 
proudly, to the equal admiration of his 
acquaintances. 
EverylHxiy begged for 
a sindlar card, und in the following 
December the amiable Mr. Dobson 
etched another design und this tim** 
bad it lithographed and sent out cop 
lea by the score. 
In the following 
year he had several imitators, and tbs 
Christmas card was at last launched 
on the tide of popular favor, although 
even then if Mr. Dobson bad been told 
that his modest card of 1844 would 
have 40,000,000 descendants sixty-flve 
years later in Great Britain alone he 
would probably have thrown up his 
hands In amazement and Incredulity.
